Factual Studies Useless 
Many of our factual studies are use¬ 
less, Mr. Paige believes, unless the Stu¬ 
dent strives to apply his imagination 
to them. Ho wave t, he believes that the 
majority of students do not know how 
to use their minds. 

This can be best done, according to 
Mr, Page* if the student will project 
htmoelf over into the life of those of 
other races and classes and will then 
build up his sympathies around them. 
“Sympathy is indispensable to under¬ 
standing/ 1 he said, “and rympathy plus 
determination will be one means toward 
building a new world of tomorrow.” 
Should Prevent Despair 
Another great student responsibil¬ 
ity is the prevention of cynicism and 
despair. Too many students have the 
idea that nothing can be done in regard 
lo problems ouch as race and class dls- 
miction. 

When mankind will begin to put con¬ 
fidence in human nature, cynicism and 
despair will disappear. Mr. Page said 
that perhaps the best way to avoid cyni¬ 
cism and to realize that all problems 
can be solved is by the reading of his¬ 
tory. Through this study we are made 
to realize that the pioneers were sue* 
cossful in solving their problems and 
to view life in the perspective. 

Mr. Page will make his last appear¬ 
ance on the campus today in the Min¬ 
nesota Union at 12:30 p. m. He will 
speak before the International Forum 
on “Jleeent Gains in International Itc- 
laiions.”

I promised in a meant word that I would tell something about the 
donkey*# Ever since wa reached Turkey, through Syria, Palestine, Egypt, back 
through Palestine and I rag, the donkey haw been one of my mala lines of amuse- 
■eat. Donkey* and camels hare been the beast b of burden la these countrlea 
not for eenturlea but for thousands of years, and we sea the same kind of sararans 
today that travailed the countries la the daye of Abraham, and some of the people 
am probably dreeeed vary much the same way. 

I hare seen donkeys In America, but never in my life hare I seen such 
diminutive beasts ls^U>eq^ACs as carry the burdens In the lands we just passed 
througi. Sons of them are no highsr than my waistline, and whan 1 see one of 
these tiny animals with a load on its back and a man perched ea tap of that I 
sometimes wonder how they stand up under it, Mich of Turkey is mountainous and 
inaccessible, and them is not much railroad there yet, and a great proportion of 
the transportation must still be carried an with camels and donkeys. Unless 
going over long desert stretches the camel caravan Is always led by a couple of 
donkeys. They am rather sensible beasts and good pacemakers. Also they are 
convenient for the attendants to rids part of tha time at least. The donkeys 
almost never have a bridle on and they guide them with a stick. If the donkey 
does not respond to a few strokes aside the head the attendant jumps down and 
catches him by the ear and tries to pull him over, or more often than not, he 
knows the stubborn nature of the donkey end does not try to lead him by the 
ear but gets behind and pushes him over off the road. jp often as not, the 
donkey getting headed In another direction Just keeps going In that same direction 
and the attendant has to race along and head him back on to the road and probably 
as soon as he gets hi* going straight again along comes another automobile or 
truck, and the same thing has to bo done all over again. Sometimes they actually 
keep them along the side of the road strung out one by one and do not have to 
push them over# 

In all of these countries there Is almost no firewood, and the people 
save every scrap of weeds and cornstalks and especially the thornbush, which has 
oil In it and. makes a very hot, quick fine, by whioh they eook their thin pancake 
loaveB of bread* More like a pie crust than a loaf. They load the donkey* with 
great bundles of these thorn bushes or com stalks or seeds to take to their 
houses, as they live In villages and go out to their fields, whioh may be sene 
distance from the Tillage, Usually the donkeys coming in from the fields are 
driven along by some women all chattering together and they pay no attention to 
the motor horn until the car is almost upon thorn, thon thorn lo a mad scramble 
and pushing and shouting and laughing, and they scatter to either olds of the 
road liardly leaving spaee for the ear to go through, and sometimes after a donkey 
is pushed off the road ho takes It into his head to amble back on to the road 
before the car passes and there is a great tooting and shouting and after the 
ear has had to stop he consent* to being driven over to the side* Sometiroes It 
Is a man or woman loaded with the big plies of dried tbornbush, and you know then wijf 
la meant in the Bible when it speaks of men like trees walking. They carry loads 
Which would stagger a -an in any other part of the earth, and the donkeys are eo 
loaded with them that often the only thing to bo seen Is an ironenoe brush heap 
with a don key* (i head sticking out and Mb feet twinkling underneath. 

The donkeys and camels and water buffalos never seem to bo vicious, as 
they are often driven round by snstll boys. They eaea to take the whaeklng and 

with indifference, and aomotiraeB a boy driving two or three donkeys along 






grabs the tall of the last one to use as a steering wheel* The donkey seldom 
condescends to get out of the way himself* bat the goats and sheep are a very 
different proposition* When they hear a motor horn they get off the road* If 
they can, but If they are crossing the road* especially the sheep* you may ao 
well wait until It la over, aa where one Sheep goes they all go* and It Is 
nothing short of e miracle to divide a bunch of aheep in two groups* They will

Dear Kirby: 

I promised in a recent word that I would tell something about the 
donkeys. Ever since we reached Turkey, through Syria, Palestine, Egypt, back 
through Palestine and Iraq, the donkey has been one of my main lines of amuse¬ 
ment. Donkeys and camels have been the beasts of burden in these countries 
not for centuries but for thousands of years, and we see the same kind of caravans 
today that travelled the countries in the days of Abraham, and some of the people 
are probably dressed very much the same way. 

I have seen donkeys in America, but never in my life have I seen such 
diminutive beasts in all my life as carry the burdens in the lands we just passed 
through. Some of them are no higher than my waistline, and when I see one of 
these tiny animals with a load on its back and a man perched on top of that I 
sometimes wonder how they stand up under it. Mich of Turkey is mountainous and 
inaccessible, and there is not much railroad there yet, and a great proportion of 
the transportation must still be carried on with camels and donkeys. ' Unless 
going over long desert stretches the camel caravan is always led by a couple of 
donkeys. They are rather sensible beasts and good pacemakers. Also they are 
convenient for the attendants to ride part of the time at least. The donkeys 
almost never have a bridle on and they guide them with a stick. If the donkey 
does not respond to a few strokes aside the head the attendant jumps down and 
catches him by the ear and tries to pull him over, or more often than not, he 
knows the stubborn nature of the donkey and does not try to lead him by the 
ear but gets behind and pushes him over off the road. as often as not, the 

donkey getting headed in another direction just keeps going in that same direction 
and the attendant has to race along and head him back on to the road and probably 
as soon as he gets him going straight again along comes another automobile or 
truck, and the same thing has to be done all over again. Sometimes they actually 
keep them along the side of the road strung out one by one and do not have to 
push them over.

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grabs the tail of the last one to use as a steering wheel. The donkey seldom 
condescends to get out of the way himself, but the goatra and sheep are a very 
different proposition. When they hear a motor horn they get off the road if 
they can but if they are crossing the road, especially the sheep, you may as 
well wait until it is over, as where one sheep goes they all go, and it is 
nothing short of a miracle to divide a bunch of sheep in two groups.
